| DON’T DISPUTE IT — BUT! 


Gun writers have and do pretty univer- 
sally recommend that for reduced loads in 
rifles, the muzzle of the rifle should be ele- 
vated before firing to settle the small pow- 
der charge at the rear of the case next to the 
primer. That seems sensible and desirable. 

While I won’t go on record as disput- 
ing this recommendation entirely, accuracy- 
wise, my experience does not agree with it. 

With the quite light reduced loads that 
I enjoy shooting, and for any load using a 
powder charge which only partially fills the 
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cartridge case, I have consistently gotten 
appreciably smaller groups with the powder 
charge positioned at the front of the case 
next the bullet base than I have with the 
powder charge positioned at the rear of the 
case next to the primer. This I have exper- 
ienced times enough that, for me at least, I 
accept it as a fact and for slow fire target 
shooting I almost automatically hold a cart- 
ridge bullet down before inserting it in a 
rifle (even though it may be a caseful load). 

However, before sounding off on this 
subject I decided that I had better make one 
more comparative check test. I did that 
very recently, from bench rest at 100 yards 
range on a calm day with temperature at 
about 40°. 


Loads that I find consistently quite ac- 
curate in my .30 cal. rifles are;.15 grains of 
4759 powder with a 125 gr. home-made 
jacketed bullet in the .308 Win. case, and 
18 grains of 4759 with the same bullet in 
the 30/06 case. These were the loads I 
used. I don’t know what the velocity of 
either load is but it is not enough to deform 
the bullets in the least upon landing in the 
sand bank backstop (in summer time). I 
shot the 308 loads in a light Savage model 
110 sporter and the 30/06 in my old (but 
good) Springfield NRA Sporter. The bar- 
rel of the Savage is free-floating and for the 
Springfield the barrel is bedded in the fore- 
arm. 


I shot 60 rounds with each rifle, in six 
10-shot strings. I fired the first 10 shots 
from each 20 round box of cartridges with 
the powder positioned at the base, elevat- 
ing the muzzle 60° or more before firing 
each shot. The second ten cartridges from 
each box was fired with the powder posi- 
tioned at the front of the case, depressing 
the muzzle 45° degrees or more before fir- 
ing each shot. Rifle barrels were allowed 
to cool between each 10-shot string. 


For these loads in both of these rifles 
the average group size for the three strings 
fired with the powder positioned at the base 
of the case was a full 50% larger than the 
average for the three strings fired with the 
charge positioned at the front of the case. 
This agrees with my prior experience with 
these loads and_ other loads which only par- 
tially fill the case. 


For the Springfield and load used in 
this test, center of impact for loads with 
charge positioned at base of case was ap- 
proximately one inch higher than with the 
charge positioned at front of case. For the 
Savage, center of impact for charge posi- 
tioned at base of case was approximately 24% 
inches lower than with charge positioned in 
front of case. This quite noticeable differ- 
ence is no doubt a result of different barrel 
“{lip” or “vibration” pattern. 


For hunting, the difference in group 
size resulting from powder position in the 
case would not be much to worry about at 
noimal small game shooting ranges but, for 
the Savage, that plus the difference in cen- 
ter of impact might not make a very satis- 
factory combination for small game hunting. 


The center of impact for this light load 
in the Savage 308 was approximately 7 
inches lower than that with a load of 40 
grains of 3031 and 150 grain bullet that I 
had been shooting in it. For the Spring- 
field 30/06 the center of impact with the 
light load was a full 11 inches lower than 
the full charge loads I had been using. 
This 11 inch lower center of impact is the 
same as that of the 15 grain 4759 charge in 
the 308 case in a heavy barreled rifle as 
compared with normal full charges in that 
rifle. This difference in point of impact 
would of course make this light load useless 
as a supplemental load for smallgame shoot- 
ing when hunting big game with full 
charges. 

The results of my tests of powder posi- 
tioning may be unusual, but from exper- 
iencing similar results from several rifles in 
several calibers in the past, it is hard for me 
to believe that it is.

IN AGREEMENT WITH WRIGHT 
Dear P. H. T.: 


I am very pleased with Paul Wright’s 
article in the February issue. Paul has 
brought to light a hithertofore unmentioned 
factor not considered by critics of “Overbore 
Capacity” cartridges who somehow or other 
did not mention a given powder, bullet or 
weight of the bullet. 


Not interested in the 6mm at present, 
but the 6.5 has been thought of as the an- 
swer to long range shooting in Alaska. 
Paul’s article has given me the encourage- 
ment to work on it, possibly not with the 
Weatherby case but one as large a capacity. 

Two years ago I was hunting with 
Alaska guide Stan Skelton back of Euruka 
late in the winter and after the caribou had 
been spooked plenty, when at no time did 
we get within the usual distance of ordinary 
caribou shooting range. About two hun- 
dred yards was the closest and then we had 
been successful in stalking them behind a 
ndge. We got three of them at 200 to 300 
yards and then wanting a couple more were 
shuoting at about 500 yards. For this type 
of shooting the flattest trajectory bullet is the 
best :egardless of whether it is over-bore or 
not. 

Accuracy fits into the picture. Hunting 
rifles don’t have target accuracy and if one 
can produce a windbucking and flat trajec- 
tory rifle cartridge with fair accuracy he has 
licked the situation more than one who has 
developed a super accurate cartridge with no 
windbucking ability and has a big drop. 

For years I’ve been working on a 30 
caliber cartridge using the 250 grain Barnes 
bullet. It’s good with the H870 powder 
and 180 grain bullets work well with the 
4831 powder. It is a slight bit larger than 
the Weatherby 300 Mag. case. Had in 
mind a one rifle cartridge, which in Alaska 
is not quite possible. I believe the 6.5 and 
a heavy bore is necessary.

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A Hunter Rifle Competitive Program 


It seems to this writer that a well or- 
ganized program for competitive target 
shooting with hunting rifles could fill a void 
that has long existed in the over-all rifle 
target shooting picture. Aside from local 
chicken and turkey shoots, which are popu- 
lar in season in many areas, there has not in 
recent times been any opportunity for the 
owner and user of a good sporter rifle used 
for hunting to engage in organized competi- 
tive target shooting with his rifle. With 
the tremendous growth of reloading and 
handloading ammunition in recent years, and 
a quite probable. growth of some sort of in- 
formal target shooting by individuals and/or 
small groups, the time seems right to try to 
provide such an opportunity. There is al- 
ready evidence that such a program can 
be desirable, attractive to the hunting-rifle 
owner and successful. 

Over the past two years “Hunter Rifle” 
matches have been test proven successful at 
Richmond, California. The matches were 
organized and have been conducted by the 
Richmond Rod & Gun Club. The early 
matches drew a good attendance and now 
50 to 60 shooters participate in each match 
(see report of most recent match elsewhere 
in this issue). The course of fire first 
adopted has evidently proven desirable. 
Shooting rules, classifications, etc. have been 
adopted as a result of experience and need. 


Quite recently the California Rifle and 
Pistol Association has adopted this “Hunt- 
er Rifle” program as an official part of its 
activity program and has appointed a com- 
mittee to further organize and promote the 
program in that state and adjoining area. 
The committee has prepared tentative rules 
for competitions, based generally on exper- 
ience from the Richmond matches, and are 
planning a promotional effort. (The tenta- 
tive rules are printed elsewhere in this is- 
sue.) Very recently we have learned of a 
somewhat similar program which is in its 
second successful season of operation in the 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan. (See letter 
and program elsewhere in this issue.) 

All existing competitive rifle shooting 
programs have grown to a point where spec- 
ialized rifles, generally useful for no other 
purpose, and equipment are required and 
necessary in order for a shooter to partici- 
pate in them with any hope of success. The 
devotees of each type of competitive rifle 
shooting appear to be quite happy with 
what they have and could hardly be expect- 
ed to very enthusiastically promote what 
they might consider a lesser type of com- 
petition. It is this writer’s opinion that if a 
“Hunter Rifle” competitive shooting program 
is to be successfully promoted it will have 
to be a “do it yourself’ effort by people 
who are interested in this type of shoot- 
ing—and I think that is as it should be. 

The presently known successful hunter 
rifle shooting programs have drawn from 
features and experience of existing programs 
of both the NBRSA and NRA. Both organ- 
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izations should be cooperative with a separ- 
ate Hunter Rifle program. A_ successful, 
healthy Hunter Rifle program would be 
complementary rather than competitive with 
existing programs since it could add appre- 
ciably to the number of people engaging in 
target shooting as a recreational activity 
and hobby. 

Ccmpetition in Hunter Rifle programs 
could be expected to up-grade the accuracy 
and general excellence of hunting rifles. 
The “will to win” would be present and im- 
provement of rifles, ammunition and shoot- 
ing techniques would naturally follow. 
While this might not have any widespread 
influence it would certainly help the indiv- 
iduals concerned. 


Facilities for conducting Hunter Rifle 
bench rest matches would not be any great 
problem. Many established clubs already 
have shooting benches on their ranges, prob- 
ably used mainly by members for sighting 
in rifles, testing loads, etc. Since the shoot- 
ing I have seen reported was for at most 5 
shot strings on a target, for score to count, 
no complicated or expensive set-up is need- 
ed at the target butts—merely provision for 
firmly fastening targets. Even for groups 
starting from scratch to shoot Hunter Rifle 
bench rest matches, after a range site is 
acquired the most expensive item to start 
with would be the shooting benches. I 
know from experience that very satisfactory 
permanent wooden shooting benches can be 
built at a material cost of no more than $20 
per bench, paying full retail prices for all 
new material. Quite satisfactory shooting 
benches that may be moved onto and off fir- 
ing lines also used for other types of shoot- 
ing are in use on some established ranges. 
Targets used appear to be the readily avail- 
able standard NRA types. 

You will note that the matches in 
Northern Michigan are conducted during the 
winter, with firing through ports in the side 
of an enclosed firing line, probably heated in 
some manner. This, even in the long win- 
ter areas, would permit holding Hunter Rifle 
matches when there is a minimum of com- 
petition from other outdoor recreational 
activity. 

While all hunter rifle type matches we 
have seen reported have been shot from 
bench rest, and that will probably be the 
most popular method of shooting, there is no 
reason why variety could not be obtained by 
holding matches to be fired from normal 
field shooting positions, including side-of- 
post rest and shooting at short exposure tar- 
gets of the rising bear type. Such matches 
could be good practice’ prior to open hunt- 
ing seasons. 

It could be expected that a relatively 
small minority of hunter-riflemen, even 
those who hand-load and do a considerable 
amount of informal target shooting and test- 
ing, would be interested in competitive tar- 
get shooting in any form.

THE MAKING OF A 
YOUNG CHAMPION

It happened at Perry... 


In the stands about to applaud the next 
champion was that champion himself. No 
one was more surprised than LARRY  Y. 
ANDERSON, when his name was an- 
nounced as winner of the 1965 National 
Collegiate Championship. He hadn’t been 
alerted to dress for the Awards Ceremony— 
so, in blue jeans and T-shirt he held the 
chest containing the eight silver goblets. 
Incongruous? Not at all. 


He had stayed away from the score- 
boards and “just worried about what he was 
doing” while the competition was in prog- 
ress . . . Do you realize how difficult that 
would be? Not only does it leave you in 
the dark regarding how you stand, but you 
are placing yourself at the complete mercy 
of the scorers . . . On the credit side of the 
ledger, your concentration would be unclut- 
tered, with no challenging to attend to and 
without having to worry about how Joe is 
doing. This way, Joe does the worrying. 

Certainly, Larry checked the board for 
the final results—but, Candy Jensen had 
4775-301X to his 4769-301X. What was a 
fellow to think? According to previous 
procedure, he had fought a good fight, but 
had Jost. That was why -he was gallantly 
on the verge of applauding her victory, 
which, of course, he could do without any 
gallantry involved when she was allowed to 
select the Ladies’ Championship over the 
Collegiate. 


But, let’s get back to Larry. The Re- 
seda, California, youth was a Boy Scout 
Explorer. His troop began using the Har- 
vard Military Academy indoor range in 
April, 1962, which was the start of Larry’s 
shooting career. That taste of shooting 
merely whetted his appetite . . . Firing with 
the Burbank Junior Rifle Club, instructor 
Charlie Crocker provided him with the in- 
centive to go on to newer and greener pas- 
tures—to serious, competitive shooting. 

Since then, his entire approach has been 
serious. Working hard to earn the money, 
he bought a new BSA Mark III, Bell front 
sight and Intl rear, a Lyman 20X scope with 
Unertl mounts which had once belonged to 
Herb Hollister, and was on his way. He 
made Expert and began winning matches at 
the Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club. . . 
Then, as happens to most shooters at one 
time or another, Larry fell into a slump for 
about a year. He developed bad habits— 
he tensed up, anticipated conditions instead 
of reading them as they occurred, and began 
jerking . . . Meanwhile, he was busy, work- 
ing his way through his first year at Pierce 
Junior College in Woodland Hills, Calif. 
His shooting troubles would have to wait. 

By mid-summer, the prospect of his 
first trip to Perry was taking shape in the 
form of accumulated earnings. His shoot- 
ing technique had to be overhauled! At 
6:00 a. m. the next three Sundays, Larry 
Anderson was on the firing line—dry firing. 
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Larry Anderson—National Collegiate Champion.

He researched the conditions which he 
could expect at Perry in contrast to those 
to which he was accustomed. That meant 
practicing without the benefit of the wind 
flags strung at mid-range on the L. A. 
range. (They can be deceptive, anyway). 
He would rely=more on his wind-gauge at 
the firing line, movement in trees, blades 
of grass, feel on his face, etc... . 


Most important of all, he would re- 
member the commandment - -: “Thou 
shalt not overdope,” the pitfall which has 
entrapped so many western competitors at 
Camp Perry. They realize that they are 
doing it, but still can’t quite accept the fact 
that there isn’t as much action as the same 
dope would indicate on ranges west of the 
Rockics. . Larry is grateful to Elinor 
Bell, reemiber of two International Dewar 
Teams, for her words of wisdom on the 
subject. 

All of these things he remembered well. 
He had smoothed out the rough spots in his 
technique. He executed well the basic 
fine points of shooting. He shot well and 
we are proud of him. 


When I next saw Larry, he had in- 
creased in stature. He had acquired that 
confidence which only comes from “arriv- 
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ing.” He wears the new look gracefully 
and with humility. He has matured. 


He had just fired the California State 
Smallbore Prone Championship, still an 
Expert. It was becoming ridiculous. In 
the Metallic Aggregate, he was second to 
Jim Hill’s 1597-121X with 1596-105X. He 
and Richard Hansen won the 2-man team 
match, totaling 8200-55X ... Just turned 
20-years-old, Larry Anderson was leading 
for the State Championship going into the 
last match, the 50-meter any. Bob Boyd- 
ston, Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club 
President, said, “I stayed away from Larry. 
I didn’t want to talk to him until it was 
over. Sometimes people put the pressure 
on that way, and I didn’t want to do that.” 
Larry dropped 3 points in the last stage. 
Those 3 points cost him the state title, 
leaving Hill and Henry Benson with an open 
field. In the Grand Aggregate, it was 
Hill—3194-250X, Benson—3194-226X, Lar- 
ry Anderson—3192-207X. 
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As I reported to you in December, 
Larry Anderson entered the Pacific States 
Fall Round-Up as a Master, although still 
officially classified as an Expert. Shortly 
after you read that, he received his Master 
classification. He placed 5th in that Met- 
allic Agg., behind Wigger, Krilling, Auer, 
and Guerin, and 7th in the Grand Aggre- 
gate... On the Any Sight day, he was feel- 
ing nervous. My advice to him was, “If 
you have any trouble shooting scope, put on 
your irons!” Few people have the courage 
to do that, but I knew that Larry wasn’t 
lacking in courage. Knowing that he feels 
more confident about his iron sight ability, 
I felt that it would re-assure him. He only 
dropped 2 points with scope, and didn’t 
need to resort to switching. 

Larry Anderson is refreshing. I think 
that he tries so hard to make every shot 
count because he is self-subsidized. When 
it is the trend for the government to subsid- 
ize those who are too lazy to work, aren’t 
we proud of someone who has the ambition 
to make it on his own! He would like to 
shoot International—as soon as he can af- 
ford to buy a position rifle. Keep your eye 
on Larry. He is no flash in the pan.

Random Shots

National Rifle Association Headquarters 
was temporarily established at the Imperial 
400 Motel in Phoenix the week of March 
3-6, but there were few “Imperial 400’s”, or 
any other kind, fired on the Black Canyon 
Range during the first two days of the 
Western Wildcats 9th Annual Smallbore 
Prone Championships. The Arizona weath- 
er bureau went all out to assure that the 150 
plus competitors, from whatever area, would 
feel “at home on the range” under at least 
one condition. Snow greeted those who 
were out for practice on March 2nd. Arctic 
blasts swept the range on Thursday and Fri- 
day. Saturday was more in tune with what 
we had been promised as a lure. Except 
for the characteristic desert tempo of zephyr- 
like interludes, Bob Joerg could have worn 
his bikini on Sunday, had he stayed over. 

From beginning to end, this was the 
most interesting of all Wildcats tournaments. 
As with show business, the stars are import- 
ant. They were there in profusion. One 
count showed 86 Masters and competition 
was fierce. It was no foregone conclusion 
who the winner would be. The disposition 
of the wind and a very great deal of luck 
could easily influence the course of events. 

Herb Hollister had a way with the 
wind as his 400-33X in the Dewar metallic 
opener overpowered Capt. Lones Wigger’s 
400-32X, John Moschkau and Capt. Tommy 
Pool’s 400-30’s . . . Then Hollister took the 
100-yd. with 399-25X, as a friend on the 
first relay cautioned against shooting in the 
3 o'clock wind. But, with a complete re- 
verse, that was the only steady condition. 
Others who came through comparatively un- 
scathed were: Pool—398-23X; Lt. Donald 
Adams—398-23X; and Dr. Leonard Brew- 
ster, of Tucson—398-19X. . . . At 50-meters, 
it was Pool—400-35X; A/1 Allan Hannon, 
Lackland AFB, Tex.—400-32X; Kenneth 
Balog—400-31X; and Karl Kenyon, Ely, 
Nevada—400-28X Former National 
Champion John Moschkau, of Waterloo, 
Iowa, came through with a 400-38X clinch- 
er at 50-yds., followed by NRA President 
Harlon  Carter’s - 400-35X, Inez Sar- 
gent—400-35X, and Kenyon—400-34X .. . 
After hanging his target upside down in the 
100-yd. satge of the Dewar (he called the 
range officer, who allowed it, before firing 
his second bull), Karl Kenyon quickly be- 
came a conformist, as his scores indicate. 


The Olympic bronze medalist had an 
open field, but consistency clearly paid off 
in the othér places. National Smallbore 
Prone Champ M/Sgt. Bill Krilling had been 
just’ out of the money all day, as had Tom 
Guerin, of Los Alamitos, Calif. Aggregate- 
wise, they were in the news. Tommy Pool 
took Thursday’s Metallic Aggregate scoring 
1597-117X; Krilling—1595-116X; Wigger— 
1594-119X; Guerin—1594-115X. 

At 50-meters metallic, the Pool and 
Wigger combination should have cleaned 
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the 2-man team match. Still, with a point 
down their 799-60X was 4Xs over Mike Al- 
len and Jimmy Williams’ National Open 
Record and 2 points better than the pre- 
vious Service Record. 


On Friday moming, Tom Guerin was 
looking around for some “smart pills.” After 
reporting to the range sans leather jacket, he 
made a speed-run the 25 miles back to 
Phoenix. On his returm trip (in Chet Beas- 
ley’s car), he was apprehended and duly re- 
warded with a speeding ticket. Further af- 
fecting the state of his blood pressure was 
his initial observation that his friends had 
failed to hang his target which he antici- 
pated shooting rapid-fire in the scant time 
remaining for the first stage . . . To better 
appreciate Tom’s discomposure; remember 
that he was 4th in the aggregate. On Wig- 
ger and Krilling’s last visit to the Western 
Wildcats kingdom three years ago, they tied 
for 4th place as Guerin was 3rd in that 
championship. Tom has been shooting ex- 
tremely well and was definitely in the run- 
ning... 


Weather conditions had appeared on a 
more even keel in town that morning. It 
was perhaps “wishful thinking” or merely 
a lull before the turbulence. At the range, 
the velocity of the icy gales was such that 
during Tom Guerin’s absence, it was agreed 
to delay the first match for one hour, thus 
dispensing with the “Big Brother’ team 
match scheduled for that afterncon. Upon 
Tom’s return, we were all huddled in our 
cars attempting to keep warm. Had he 
only known!!! ... Spotting scopes were 
blown over and “commence firing” was de- 
layed again and again as targets took off 
dovm field. Finally, it was decided to tape 
or staple old targets behind the unfired tar- 
gets to afford more stability against the 
wind. It ws necessary to first roll the tar- 
gets, however, in order to reach the frames 
with the paper intact. On my first attempt, 
the target ripped in my hand. 

Henry Benson’s any sight 399-24X over 
the Dewar Course was quite remarkable. 
Experts (on the next relay) Lee Zuendel, 
Scottsdale, Ariz., and Ed Pfeiffer, Winslow, 
Ariz., with 398-23X and 398-21X scores, re- 
spectively, placed second and third—fol- 
lowed by Bill Krilling’s 397-23X . . . For- 
mer San Gabriel Valley (Calif.) Junior Rifle 
Club star, A/3 Bob Randle, now on the 
USAF Int'l Team, and his teammate, Allan 
Hannon, got through the 100-yd. match 
with unbelievable clean scores. Randle, 
firing Mark III lot 73A in his 52, took it 
with 29Xs over Hannon, who had 400-18 
with his 40X. Again, Hank Benson was a 
threat—399-29X, as Wigger placed 4th— 
397-28X . . . There was an underlying fear 
of running out of time. Gunnarsson was 
caught with 7 rounds in his block. John 
Hughes was a second away from squeezing 
off his last shot when he obeyed the “cease 
firing” command. Pool, riding high in the 
aggregate, turned up shy a shot on one bull, 
but to his own surprise . . . Those who shot 
slowly suffered most. In the last few min- 


utes of the second stage, one could (and did) 
hold in the white at 9 o'clock for a 7 at 3 
o'clock. If one doped the windage accur- 
ately, then there was the matter of elevation, 
which was all but impossible to fathom. 
Most discouraging! How the Air Force 
managed to clean it is still a mystery. They 
had revived somewhat from the “bug” which 
they contracted in California . . . At 50- 
meters, W/O Dave Boyd, USMC, Quantico, 
Va., out-X’d Hollister and Benson—397- 
29X, 397-26X, and 397-25X, in that order, 
as Wigger trailed with 396-23X ... “What 
do I do now, coach?” queried Al Freeland. 


My apologies at this point, for I am 
missing the 50-yd. scores, in addition to 
some of the others. It was simply too cold 
to wait at the range for them to be posted, 
and I failed to copy them the following day, 
thinking that I would have received the of- 
ficial bulletin by now. My immediate con- 
cern was sufficient data to interest the news 
media. Special plaudits to them later on. 


To think of HENRY BENSON is to do 
so with genuine affection. Very few in our 
shooting game are ever held in such high 
esteem as the 67-year-old gentleman from 
Salmon, Idaho. So masterfully did he per- 
form under the most adverse conditions of 
the tournament that he outdistanced his 
nearest competitor by 8 points. When he 
pushed ahead as winner of the Thursday- 
Friday Aggregate, overcoming a slow start, 
he needed to protect his trigger-finger from 
the congratulatory handshakes. 


Benson won Friday’s Any Sight Aggre- 
gate with an exceptional 1595-115X. In 
second place was Capt. Dennis Dingman, 
USA MTU—1587-109X, as Wigger’s 1586- 
111X and Bob Boydston’s 1586-83X ranked 
3rd and 4th ... In the Expert Class, it was 
Pfeiffer — 1574-80X, Zuendel — 1565-78X, 
and Ed Takahashi from Monterey Park, 
Calif.—1560-84X. 


As Benson assumed #1 spot in the 4- 
day marathon, his 3183-213X led Ding- 
man’s 3181-216X, Wigger’s 3180-230X, and 
Krilling’s 3179-214X, for Thursday-Friday 
Aggregate honors . . . Experts Pfeiffer— 
3159-170X and Zuendel—3146-161X held 
their ground. Anita True, a junior from 
Oxnard, Calif., placed 3rd in that class with 
3142-168X. 


The air of concern at breakfast on Sat- 
urday was due to former NRA President 
John Schooley’s being rushed to the hospi- 
tal for emergency surgery. We wish for 
him a speedy recovery. Grant Sanborn, 
vice-chairman of the Smallbore Committee, 
arrived from Twin Falls in time to relieve 
Schooley as referee. 


Balmy desert atmosphere was apprecia- 
tively received in the wake of previous freak 
climatic behavior. Wigger had some catch- 
ing up to do and was bearing down with a 
400-34X Dewar win as we put the irons 
back on. Place winners were Capt. Rhody 
Nornberg, officer-in-charge of the USAF 
Int'l Team—400-30X, Boydston and Hollis- 
ter—400-29X .. . Wigger was still in there 
at 100-yds. as he cleaned it with 28, ahead

of Hannon’s 26X, Adams’ 23X, and Capt. 
Bruce Meredith’s 400-19X . . . The Wildcats’ 
new Executive Officer, George Whittington, 
fired 400-36X to win at 50-meters, as A/1 
Raymond Lewis came in with 400-34X, Lt. 
Jim Meger—400-32X, and August Wester- 
gaard—400-29X . . . At 50-yds, Pool led the 
pack—400-37, Hollister—400-37, Wigger— 
400-37, and Benson—400-36X. 


Wigger lost his 1600 in the meter, 
which was a disappointment. His winning 
Metallic Aggregate (Saturday) score was 
1599-134X, pushing him ahead of Benson 
on the 3-day score sheet on the basis of X’s. 


As Henry had 1596 with irons, they 
were tied up on points with 4779’s. Wig- 
ger’s prolific X-count of 364 was untouch- 
able. Still, he was to confront the man 
who, with fifteen 1600 notches on his stock, 
has fired more 1600 possibles than any 
shooter in the country—an old friend who 
is always rough with scope. To have a 
sexagenarian—who isn’t even considering 
settling back in his rocking chair to rest on 
his Social Security benefits—clashing head- 
long with the young Olympic champion . . . 
can you imagine a more exciting climax to a 
4-day tournament? It could go either way. 
Enthusiasm was mounting as both LONES 
WIGGER and HENRY BENSON looked 
forward to a real fight to the finish. 


Back to Saturday’s results—: behind 
Wigger were Pool—1598-126X, and Hollis- 
ter—1598 with (I believe) 124X. Meger 
had 21 shots on a 50-yd. stage, which cost 
him 4th place as Benson out-X’d his 1596. 
Such things are heartbreakers, but they 
happen to all of us. 

The Metallic Sight Championship went 
to Tommy Pool, along with a new National 
Service Record, for his very fine 3195-243X. 
Wigger was second with 3193-253X, as Hol- 
lister placed third with 3190... Just a year 
ago on this range, Herb established his ter- 
rific 3197-250X National Open Record for 
the 3200 Metallic Aggregate. 

Behind the scenes—: When Bill Krill- 
ing has that much trouble with irons in 
moderate conditions, it is the signal to check 
his equipment. Some dirt had accumulated 
in the action, plus a creep in the trigger. 
After the Dewar, he remedied both situa- 
tions, but after having the barrel out of the 
stock, there was the settling-down period 
before its return to normalcy. At least he 
was ready for Sunday! .. . Don Adams had 
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also been having equipment problems, and 
after the Dewar borrowed Krilling’s position 
rifle. He placed in the very next match, 
the 100-yd. 


If Saturday results are a bit sketchy, it 
is because all loyal Western Wildcats and 
their guests departed for the banquet and 
customary annual meeting. Arriving just 
under the wire (the penalty for performing 
public relations duties), I was met by Lones 
Wigger, who ushered me over to meet “one 
of his girl friends.” Knowing Lones, I was 
sure that he didn’t have a “girl friend,” yet 
they were all enjoying the situation at my 
expense .. . What a delightful surprise that 
Mary Kay Wigger had flown out from Co- 
lumbus, Georgia! She was certain to bring 
Wig luck the next day in his friendly duel 
with the Honorary President of the Wild- 
cats, Benson. After all; he won the Na- 
ticnal Prone and Position titles the first year 
that he took Mary Kay to Perry. 


NRA President Harlon B. Carter en- 
deared himself to all assembled as he spoke 
sincerely and from the heart on matters 
which so vitally affect us all. His lovely 
wife, Mary Ann, was a particularly honored 
guest . . . Harlon called Bill Krilling to the 
podium to congratulate him on behalf of the 
National Rifle Association of America for 
having fired the first 3200 possible in the 
history of the Association. Many of you 
have expressed the feeling that a special 
3200 award should be given in view of the 
fact that desk sets are awarded by NRA for 
1600’s. You will be interested in knowing 
that Harlon Carter had anticipated making 
such an award to Bill Krilling before the 
large gathering of smallbore prone shooters. 
The story appeared in the papers stating 
that he had done so. It has developed, 
however, that there will be a delay in the 
presentation until the NRA Executive Com- 
mittee has given its approval. It would be 
well, therefore, for you to contact your 
friends on the Executive Committee as soon 
as possible. 

Wildcat officers will remain in office 
for a second year, with the exception of 
George Stidworthy, who resigned after a 
several year “hitch” as Executive Officer. 
George is to be particularly commended for 
his efforts toward (1) promoting the idea of 
a 6400 aggregate as a National Champion- 
ship course of fire; and (2) with Grace’s

PRESIDENT’S CORNER 


Your officers and directors have been 
reviewing some of the match operating pro- 
cedures. There are areas where competitors 
indicate improvement is needed. One of 
the first and most important functions of the 
host club is the measurement of targets. 
This year we are calling upon all clubs to 
exercise the utmost care, to insure accuracy. 

To assist in this regard, I have called 
upon our director on the West Coast, Jack 
Sweany for help. We have asked Mr. 
Sweany to catalogue the several different 
models of reticules used in his official scor- 
ing devices. That further on each such 
model, he furnish operating instructions 
preferably with diagrams. Once received 
these will be duplicated and distributed to 
all of the clubs for instructing new operators 
and reviewing their measuring devices. In 
this way we should get more uniform meas- 
urements. I am also recommending that 
wherever possible the clubs adopt the double 
check system as used at the Nationals. The 
first man approximates group size using a 
kK. & E. or equivalent scale. He notes this 
approximation on the sighter target. The 
measuring device operator then reads group 
size on his caliper to the thousandth. The 
statistician recording the measurement 
checks one tabulation vs. the other. This 
cross check eliminates most gross errors.

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MINUTES 
1966 Annual Mid-winter Meeting 
of the 


Eastern Region NBRSA 


Meeting held at the Sheraton Hotel, 
Rochester, New York, January 29, 30, 1966. 
Called to order at 9:45 A. M., Saturday, 
January 29 by Eastern Region Director Dr. 
Alonzo H. Garcelon. At the speakers’ table 
with the Eastern Region Director were 
Deputy Directors George E. Kelbly and 
Gerald Arnold and NBRSA President Brunon 
V. Boroszewski. 

The treasurer’s report for the Eastern 
Region (Appendix A) was presented by Pres- 
ident Boroszewski in the absence of Bob 
Hart, Eastern Region Treasurer. Director 
Garcelon appointed John Hart and John 
Kobler to conduct the annual audit. They 
subsequently reported the audit confirmed 
the treasurer’s report and the report was_ac- 
cepted by acclamation. (The report showed 
a gain of $227.13 for the year and total as- 
sets of $2549.02.) 

The minutes of the 1965 Annual Mid- 
Winter meeting of the Eastern Region were 
read by Director Garcelon and were ap- 
proved. 

John Collins asked about the results 
of the motion, originated at the 1965 an- 
nual meeting, that an ad for the NBRSA 
be placed in The American Rifleman, at 
such time that it would tie in with an arti- 
cle on benchrest shooting which was to ap- 
pear some time within the last year. Direc- 
tor Garcelon reported that it is against the 
policy of the publication to tell advertisers 
when a specific article is scheduled to ap- 
pear so that that article could be used as 
advertising by an organization. He also 
explained that the article was not published 
last year, due to the great amount of legis- 
lative news which took precedence over most 
other material. 

President Boroszewski asked the group 
to now authorize him to use the $300 allot- 
ted for this purpose to place a membership 
application in this magazine sometime in 
1966. 

Director Garcelon suggested that, in 
view of an increase in the advertising rates 
of The American Rifleman, President Boros- 
zewski be given more than the originally 
planned $300 for this purpose. 


APRIL 1966 


Bob Stinehour moved, and S. Gucfa 
seconded, that the President be allotted up 
to $500 for this purpose. The motion was 
approved. ; 

Director Garcelon reported that the 
NBRSA was refused permission to have a 
booth at the NRA meeting,:as the NRA had 
many other requests for booth space which 
they could not fill. 

President Boroszewski announced that 
in 1966 the National Varmint Champion- 
ships will be in Midland, Texas (Gulf Coast 
Region). The Unrestricted National Cham- 
pionships will be in the Eastern Region. 
The dates which have been tentatively set 
by the Gulf Coast Region for the Varmint 
Championships are September 3, 4, and 5. 
In 1967, the Varmint Championships will be 
in the Eastern Region and the Unrestricted 
Championships in the Gulf Coast Region. 
Beginning in 1966, the cost for entering the 
championships will be 50¢ per day, regard- 
less of the number of classes shot. This has 
been changed from the former cost of 50¢ 
per class per day. 

The treasurer’s report of the National 
Sepecston was read by President Boroszew- 
ski. 

The President also informed the group 
that a movement has been started in Florida 
called SCOPE (Shooters’ Committee on Po- 
litical Education), for the purpose of becom- 
ing a political pressure group. There is 
now a SCOPE organization starting in sever- 
al other states, including New York State. 

Director Garcelon appointed Deputy 
Directors George Kelbly and Jerry Arnold 
to be co-chairmen of the Match Committee 
for 1966. Committee members were the 
representatives of clubs’ present at this meet- 
ing. 

A discussion was begun to determine 
the dates and location of the Unrestricted 
National Championship Match for 1966. 
Bob Hart suggested that the Unrestricted 
Championships be set at least four weeks 
before the National Varmint Championships. 
Bob Stinehour suggested that the location 
of the Championships should be set before 
dates are decided. 


Director Garcelon asked for bids for 
the 1966 Unrestricted National Champion- 
ship Match. Reed’s Run had _ previously 
bid for the match, through a letter from 
Mrs. Brown. No other bids were received. 
George Kelbly pointed out that in view of 
the great number of shooters from the Ohio 
area, Reed’s Run would be a good place to 
hold the match. 


The meeting was adjourned at 11:50. 

Director Garcelon re-convened the 
meeting at 2:10 P. M., Saturday, January 29. 

The Director then asked the meeting 
to approve the expenditure of club funds 
which were used to purchase flowers at the 
time of Mr. Brown’s death last year. This 
motion was made, seconded, and unanimous- 
ly approved. 

Director Garcelon pointed out that the 
only bid received so far for the Unrestricted 
National Championships was from Reed’s 
Run. A discussion followed, concerning the 
desirability of using Reed’s Run, with regard 
to size, number of benches, etc. Director 
Garcelon pointed out that he had delegated 
the responsibility for making sure that a 
particular place was capable of handling 
such a match to the Deputy Director who 
lives nearest that place. In this case, the 
Deputy Director is George Kelbly, who as- 
sured the group that Reed’s Run could han- 
dle the match, and that he would personally 
see to it that the match facilities were ade- 
quate and the match operated correctly. 

Al Abramow moved that the Associa- 
tion ask the representatives from the Johns- 
town range to make their range available for 
the match if the group decides that that 


would be the best place to hold the cham- 
pionship. The motion was seconded, but 
defeated by a majority vote opposed to it. 

A motion was then made by Al Abram- 
ow, and seconded by S. Gucfa, that Reed’s 
Run be awarded the championship match. 
This motion was approved by a vote. 

President Boroszewski asked that a full 
presentation of what is available at Reed’s 
Run, including specific detailed plans for the 
Match, be made to him before the name is 
submitted to the National Council for ap- 
proval. ° 

Bob Hart made a motion that, in the 
National Varmint Championships, the next 
time they are held in the Eastern Region, a 
prize be given to second and third place 
winners in all legal classes, plus the overall 
aggregate. President Boroszewski seconded 
the motion and it was approved by a vote. 

Bob Hart pointed out that this provi- 
sion had already been made for the Unre- 
stricted National Championships, where 
bowls are presented for second and _ third 
place winners. 

President Boroszewski moved, and Dr. 
Glover seconded, that the National Organ- 
ization be requested to recognize and _ fur- 
nish patches for the top 10 winners of the 
overall aggregate in all of the established 
classes of varmint and similar competition 
as are legal under the national rules. The 
motion was voted on and approved. 


Director Garcelon reported that Mrs. 
Brown at Reed’s Run had suggested the 
dates of August 23, 24, 25 and 26 for the 
Unrestricted National Championships. 

Bob Hart moved that the match be held 
on August 4, 5, 6 and 7 so that it would not 
be so close to the time of the Varmint Cham- 
pionships. This motion was seconded by 
John Hart. 


George Kelbly suggested that the match 
be begun on a Tuesday, so that members 
from the Far West could attend by taking 
just one week of vacation. 


Bob Hart amended his previous motion 
to be August 2, 3, 4 and 5, and John Hart 
seconded the amendment. This amendment 
was voted on and approved. The original 
motion was then voted on as amended and 
approved. 

John Hart from West Virginia reported 
that his club is very much in favor of start- 
ing a new 10%-lb. hunter class. This class 
would be intended as a building ground for 
shooters, not for the purpose of setting new 
records. 

President Boroszewski announced that 
the National Organization has approved a 
motion that, beginning in January 1967, 
there will be 10%- and 13%-lb. varmint 
classes, and the sporter class as such will 
be dropped. 

A discussion followed regarding the 
wisdom of this decision, and President Boros- 
zewski asked that a vote be taken to see 
what the overall reaction of the group was 
to the decision to eliminate the sporter class 
and make a 10%-Ib. limit varmint class. 
The vote showed that 16 felt that this deci- 
sion was a mistake. Five felt that the de- 
cision was correct. 

President Boroszewski then asked how 
many felt that if three classes remained, the 
sporter class rules should remain the same 
as they have been in the past few years. 
The vote was unanimously in favor of keep- 
ing the rules as they are now. 

Dr. Glover moved, and Bob Stinehour 
seconded, that the Eastern Region, as an or- 
ganization, recommend to the directors that 
this new ruling on classes be postponed for 
one year—from January 1967 to January 
1968. The motion was voted on and ap- 
proved.

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Mike Walker then moved, and John 
Hart seconded, that the Directors of the 
National Organization be instructed to move 
to reconsider and rescind the action that was 
taken.

WHAT DO YOU THINK? 


Dear Phil: 

Last year at one of the competitive 
bench rest matches I had the misfortune of 
having to fire one of my matches at 200 
yards during a very heavy downpour. 

My rifle had been very carefully tuned 
when I left home, and it was shooting five 
shot groups repeatedly under 0.25”. Prac- 
tice groups before the matches started were 
also very small and my five 5 shot aggre- 
gate at 200 yards (before the downpour) was 
0.350 MOA. I was happy. 

Then came the 10 shot National Course 
matches. It was raining lightly and my first 
three groups were around one inch at 200 
yards. I was still happy. But then came 
the downpour. I had eight shots between 
two rings—about an 0.8” group so far, so 
held up to wait for the rain to quit. Pretty 
soon the range officer called two minutes so 
I waited about another minute then let the 
last two shots go through the downpour. 
One shot went into the middle of the group 
but the other flew off about an inch and a 
half giving me a lovely 2.4” group. That 
one shot looked so lonesome way out there! 
T was very unhappy. 

After my streak of cussin’ subsided I 
discussed the possibility of my bullet having 
been deflected by one or more drops of 
rain. A number of shooters assured me it 
was impossible for a 52 gr. bullet traveling 
about 3300 feet per second to be pushed 
around by a little old drop of rain. I 
wrote to the NRA and their answer was the 
same. There was very little wind and no 
mirage during that ill-fated match, and since 
everyone said rain didn’t cause my bullet to 
wander from the straight and narrow I sim- 
ply went home muttering incoherently. 

Later I called the local U. S. Weather 
Bureau station and was told that heavy 
downpour, such as prevailed during the 
match, must have been at the rate of 2” per 
hour. This is the rate at which rain falls 
during the height of a good heavy thunder- 
storm. The rain doesn’t last long but still 
causes flooding. 


I then made a few simple calculations 
involving the bullet path, the amount of 
water crossing the bullet path, the average 
weight of a drop of water and came to the 
conclusion that my bullet could have hit or 
have been hit by from 40 to 50 drops of 
water in its travel from the muzzle to the 
200 yard target. 

From there on it’s a matter of pure sta- 
tistics. The bullet may not hit or be hit by 
any one of those drops. They may encoun- 
ter close to the muzzle in which case we'd 
get a big deflection, or encounter close to 
the target in which case we'd never notice 
it. But the laws of physics can not be vio- 
lated and while the chances of getting a 
poor group because of rain are slim, there 
is nevertheless the possibility of getting 
thrown from the elite top ten to the gutter 


dregs by a little ole drop of water! Anyone 
want to argue with this?

A Hunter Rifle Competitive Program 


Rifle program may be successfully promoted 
and become fairly well established, it can 
also be expected that more and more shoot- 
ers will be attracted into participating.

This editor is not going Hunter Rifle 
crazy. He is as enthusiastic as ever about 
any and all other established rifle shooting 
programs—we need them all. But he be- 
lieves there is a place waiting for a rifle 
shooting program of the “Hunter Rifle” type 
and he is anxious to help it along in any 
way he may be able to. 

We hope that groups trying the “Hunt- 
er Rifle” type of shooting competition will 
report their results to Precision Shooting, for 
publication. We would like a copy of the 
program provided, the results of the shoot- 
ing with names and scores of the leading 
competitors, and the general attitude of the 
participators toward this type of shooting. 
The door is open—come on in.

IV Referees, Arms and Classes 


a. REFEREES MUST BE NAMED 
BEFORE MATCHES START. One ref- 
eree from the Host Club appointed by the 
Executive Officer or Director, one a visitor 
appointed by the Host Club appointee, and 
a third, chosen by the other two Referees. 

b. THE RANGE MASTER WILL 
RULE ON ALL MATTERS OF THE 
SHOOT. He has authority to disqualify a 
shooter for cause, or if his equipment does 
not conform to the rules. 

c. A disqualified shooter may appeal a 
ruling to the Referees, or, if not satisfied 
to the CRPA (California Rifle and Pistol As- 
sociation) Benchrest Committee within 10 
days after the match. The Referees must 
verify a disabled arm, cancel its score, and 
permit it to be repaired and fired in a later 
relay, or permit a different arm used instead. 

d. Any Adult or Junior may enter 
either or both IRON or SCOPE matches by 
registering and paying respective fees. Fir- 
ing more than one rifle in the SAME CLASS 
is permitted by paying additional fee but 
shooter must declare first which rifle is to be 
fired for record. A shooter with a disquali- 
fied arm may fire for fee but his score will 
not be listed.

The HIGHEST SCORE made in ANY 
classification will be the Match Winner. 

e. The Stat Officer will provide regis- 
tration cards for competitors who will draw 
for and be assigned to a bench and relay. 

f. Any changes in the program MUST 
be posted BEFORE the match starts, and 
any later changes MUST BE NECESSARY 
and approved by the referees and a majority 
vote of the shooters present. 

g. Targets and Scores will be posted 
as soon as possible and 30 minutes will be 
allowed for protests, such targets to be held 
for 30 days. 


V_ Safety 

The RANGE MASTER AND REF- 
EREES will see that all arms are safe for 
firing. 

a. SAFETY RULES OF THE HOST 
CLUB AND THE NRA WILL APPLY. 
NO SHOOTER WILL BE AT A BENCH 
OR HANDLING A GUN WHILE ANY- 
ONE IS IN FRONT OF THE FIRING 
LINE. 


VI The Classes 
(Hunter and Master) 


a. Shooters previously unclassified will 
be in the HUNTER class (unless he chooses 
MASTER class) until he has fired a score of 
228 or better in any two (2) current year’s 
matches, at which time he will be listed in 
the MASTER class, and any two (2) consec- 
utive matches with less than 228 will re- 
classify him or her back into the HUNTER 
class and from there, will start over again. 

When necessary, 228 score will be 
changed to a higher or lower value. 


VII Shooter Eligibility 


a. Any person of good character who, 
with his equipment, complies with the rules. 


VIII Eligibility for California State 


Championships, or if and when matches are 
sponsored by the CRPA 
a. Any person of good character who, 
with his equipment, complies with the re- 
spective rules AND IS A MEMBER OF 
CRPA (California Rifle and Pistol Associa- 
tion).

A LETTER

Dear Sir: 

I have considered writing you for some 
time, but feeling that many others were 
better qualified to express opinions than I, 
have not done so. However, the program 
referred to in California, and the work done 
by Mr. Sweany finally prompted me to do 
sc. 

I note that the President (of NBRSA) 
has made several references to the member- 
ship size and its. slow rate of growth. I 


think quite frankly that the NBRSA is miss- 
ing the boat, and quite a large one at that. 
This is primarily due to not having a pro- 
gram that will appeal to a large number of 
people. For example, I belong to a shoot- 
ing association in the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan. A more isolated spot would be 
hard to find. We have approximately 150 
members, a considerable number of whom 
are Canadians. For several years, during 
the winter months, we have held bench rest 
matches on a recurring basis, the past two 
years every 3rd Sunday starting right after 
New Years for 15 weeks, or 5 matches. My 
point is this. We have had about 200 en- 
tries in the 8 matches so far. _We have had 
to make our own rules, and a copy of this 
year’s program is enclosed. I believe it is 
not too dissimilar to others you have seen. 
Here in this one small association we have 
at least 40 potential NBRSA members, yet 
there are only 3. The explanation is fairly 
simple, I think. The NBRSA does not offer 
a program that appeals to these people, and 
until or unless it does, the membership is 
going to be restricted to the hard core bona- 
fide “nuts” like me. There are countless 
thousands of people in this country who own 
one or two rifles, rifles that are sighted in 
once a year and then between deer seasons 
are put away. A lot of these guys own a 
modest amount of reloading equipment, and 
would obviously like to shoot more than they 
do. The NBRSA must take advantage of 
this potential. I do not advocate any rule 
changes to accommodate anyone, but I do 
advocate some program on a national basis 
that will allow these people to compete on 
an equal footing in equal classes. You 
cannot expect a fellow with a 99 Savage 
.300 to compete in an NBRSA Sporter class 
competition, yet if you offer a program in 
which he can compete, he does. We've had 
matches when it was 20 below zero and the 
snow was blowing so hard you had to shoot 
between gusts, yet we still had the partici- 
pation. These fellows will most likely never 
equip themselves with all the paraphernalia 
so dear to the hearts of many of us, but they 
will, when offered the chance, come out and 
compete. And let me tell you this, some 
exceptionally fine shooting has been done by 
many of these people. 

So in summary, my suggestion is this. 
Make an attempt to adopt a program for this 
class of shooter, on an Association wide 
basis, as the California group is doing. Per- 
haps the rules and so on won't be perfect to 
begin with, but they will be in time. Since 
so many ranges have only 100 yard capabil- 
ity, and don’t have moving backers and so 
forth, omit this and shoot for score, instead 
of groups. But do come up with a program 
that will appeal to the untapped wealth of 
shooters in this country and you will un- 
doubtedly see the membership increase, as 
well as the number of affiliated clubs. Per- 
haps we could even have some kind of 
posta! matches, who knows?

PRECISION SHOOTING 
EDITOR’S COMMENT 


This comment is simply the thinking of 
this editor and IS NOT, in any way to be 
considered as reflecting official NBRSA 
thinking or policy. 

The NBRSA leaders are aware of the 
desire of some of the membership for a 
shooting program restricted to purely hunt- 
ing type rifles. I believe the Board of Di- 
rectors have given this matter consideration 
and some study but have taken no action to 
go forward with it. They are on record as 
endorsing the idea and have recommended 
that member clubs conduct such matches on 
a test basis. I think this is sensible. 

The present NBRSA registered competi- 
tive program is a good one. It is challeng- 
ing and interesting, and provides a reason- 
able choice of competition within the 
NBRSA concept. The present program has 
been arrived at by trial and error experience 
of the active participators in the matches 
and it is apparently what THEY want. The 
NBRSA officers and directors are them- 
selves all competitors in the matches. They 
are striving to further improve the program 
they have, in the area of more uniform 
match management and especially in the 
statistical department (see this month’s “Pres- 
ident’s Corner).

ceives any pay for their services. The Sec- 
retary-Treasurer is certainly not overpaid for 
the time she must devote to the job. In the 
past, I know, some directors have not ac- 
cepted the travel expense allowance for at- 
tending annual meetings to which they were 
entitled. So, does it seem at all unreason- 
able that the NBRSA leadership should hesi- 
tate to inaugurate an additional entirely new 
and different competitive program and nurse 
it through its growing pains? It does not 
seem so to me. I do not even feel sure that 
it would be good for NBRSA. No organ- 
ization can be all things to all members and 
do its best for any. 

As individuals, both John Sweany, a 
prime instigator and booster of the Hunter 
Rifle program in California, and I believe 
that there is a broad and big potential for 
success and growth of a Hunter Rifle type 
program. We feel that we are not alone in 
this belief. Therefore we are anxious to do 
what we may be able to for helping an in- 
itial promotion of such a program. Neither 
of us have any intent or even wish to domi- 
nate or direct such a program—we are both 
too old and lazy for such a chore—we mere- 
ly want to help get it started, acting as in- 
dividuals and not organization representa- 
tives. 


In a telephone conversation with John 
Sweany this afternoon (March 15th) we find 
that we are in agreement that promotion and 
organization of a Hunter Rifle type pro- 
gram, if/when such organization may seem 
desirable, should rest primarily with people 
who are particularly interested in this type 
of shooting competition. That if at some 
future time affiliation of a Hunter Rifle type 
program with some established parent organ- 
ization should seem desirable, the choice 
should rest with a majority of the partici- 
pants in the program. 


John tells me that he has letters ready 
to mail to 32 clubs across the nation, urging 
them to give a Hunter Rifle type match a 
fair test trial and report results. He re- 
quests that duplicate reports be sent to him 
and to Precision Shooting. Not only these 
contacted clubs, but any club interested in 
the possibilities of this type of shooting, or 
groups of individuals with similar interest 
who can provide even temporary shooting 
facilities, are urged to give this type of 
shooting a fair trial and report results. John

tors felt after the three days. The Masters 
had the Ist relay, the wind was serene, and 
everyone was raring to go. We had fired 
the 50-yd. stage of the Dewar when the 
news broke—Henry Benson had picked up 
a 50-meter target (which someone had 
placed in the 50-yd. target box) and had 
fired on it!!! The reaction of those who 
were not present for the disqualifications in 
1963 was, “So what? It is a more difficult 
target.” 

Three years ago, Henry had been dis- 
qualified in the first stage of the first match 
of the 4-day tournament for the very same 
thing—under some vague interpretation of 
“competitor's responsibility.” And, three 
years ago I wrote in Random Shots that I 
could find no penalty listed in the rule book 
for firing on a more difficult target. The 
only section which I have been able to lo- 
cate is under 18.15 (d) “That after due warn- 
ing on any infraction of existing rules, that 
the competitor shall understand that a repet- 
ition thereof shall be the subject of disqual- 
ification for that match or tournament.” 
Under section (e), “When targets are framed 
by the competitor it is the competitor’s re- 
sponsibility that the correct target for the 
range being fired is framed.” . . . Henry 
received no “due warning,” and it is the 
concensus of opinion of the shooters that a 
disqualification in such an instance is con- 
trary to the spirit of good sportsmanship for 
which the rules of the game were designed. 

Lones Wigger and his fourteen team- 
mates from the U. S. Army Marksmanship 
Training Unit were the first to urge that 
Henry’s score be allowed . . . Henry, al- 
though crestfallen, insisted that he be given 
no special consideration . . . Since a pre- 
cedent was set three years ago, until such 
time as those responsible for the original in- 
terpretation are willing to clarify it in the 
rule book, the only alternative is to clarify 
it in future tournament programs. In the 
meantime, I have a great deal of support 
when I again urge that all disqualifications 
be confined to intent to cheat!!! 

Wigger went on to win the Dewar with 
400-34X, but it was an empty victory. 
Dingman was second—400-29; SP/4 Dave 
Kimes—400-27X; Krilling—399-33X ... In 
the 100-yd. stage, there was switching an- 
gular activity.
